A NEW. WORKBAG. 


————— 
Everything on the Inside instead of 
‘ on the Outside 
tnsteud of everything tn it. this hag 
has everything outside, leaving foom 
in the bag for. work 1 
‘Wt tnving “In plain 
sight ts obvious, Make an ordinary 
wotkbag, using any favorite pattern. 
Small brass ritige are fastened ut in- 
tervals around the inside of the rim 
and the various articles suspended 
from them by Mbbons, The cases for 
thread and silk are five inches long 
and two and one-eighth inches wide. 
This size holds three spools. The case 
holding black and white darning cot- 
ton is the same length, but two and 
one-balf inches wide. A spool of linen 
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ARTICLES SUSPENDED FROM BRASS RINGS. 


thread and two or three spools of twist 
are strung on a ribbon between two 
covered disks. Smaller disks of gilded 
cardboard separate the spools. The 
ease for hooks and eyes is made for 
three pieces of covered cardboard over- 
handed together, leaving one side open. 
A pressure at the points opens the 
case, which closes automatically. ‘Fhe 
back of the needlecase has a ribbon 
across the bottom, flat at one side, for 
a paper of needles and gathered at the 
other for a thimble pocket. Under 
the needle flaps is a casing of narrow 
ribbon for darning needles and bod- 
kins. A pair of scissors muy be 
slipped through a ribbon on the out- 
side, though they are also fastened to 
a ring at the top of the bag. An 
emery and a button bag with a pill 
box of buttons inside complete the list. 
All the cases are covered with fancy 
silks, not necessarily matching, but all 
having the same colors.—Mater.

SOME GOOD RECIPES. 


Inexpensive and Attractive Dainties 
For the Table. 

Eggless Cake.—Take one cupful of 
sour milk, four tablespoonfuls of but- 
ter, one cupful of raisins, two cupfuls 
of flour and one teaspoonful each of 
cloves, cinnamon, nutmeg, soda and 
baking powder. 

Creamed Sweetbreads.—This is the 
best season for sweetbreads. Put 
them into cold water for an _ hour, 
changing the water twice. Place 
them over the fire in cold water and 
simmer for twenty minutes, then drop 
at once into cold water to blanch them. 
Remove the pipes and membrane and 
cut in small pieces. Make a rich 
cream sauce to serve with the sweet- 
breads, which have been well sea- 
soned. N 

Raisin Pies—Boil the peel of one 
orange or lemon. When tender chop 
fine and add@ one small cup of brown 
sugar, one-half cup of raisins, one 
beaten egg and the pulp of two or- 
anges, Thicken with one teaspoonful 
of cornstarch. Bake between two 
crusts. 

Steamed Orange Pudding. —Poor one 
and one-half cupfuls of scalded milk 
over one cup of grated breadcrumbs, 
add two tablespoonfuls of butter and 
let stand fifteen minutes. Beat four 
eggs with one-fourth cup of sugar, 
add grated rind and juice of one or- 
ange and half a lemon and stir into 
the bread mixture. Add two table- 
spoonfuls of chopped nuts (almonds 


preferred) and turn into buttered 
molds, Steam one hour. Serve with 
hard sauce. 


FOR THE TOILET. 


Wrinkles in a young person's face 
are often merely lines of congested 
pores, tiny lines of blackheads, which 
will be found upon opening a wrinkle. 
Steaming the face gently, afterward 
massaging the wrinkles easily with 
cold cream, will produce a wonderful 
effect. Steaming must not be done 
often, however, once a week being fre- 
quent enough. 

For odorous perspiration make a 
powder of one-half ounce of oleate of 
zinc, one ounce of powdered starch 
and one scruple of salicylic acid, Mix 
thoroughly. Buy some salicylic soup 
and use that to wash the parts most 
affected. Dry and wipe over with 
toilet vinegar. The vinegar helps to 
contract the pores, preventing per- 
spiration. After wiping with vinegar 
dust on the powder. Put on fresh 
linen as often as possible and wash the 
dress shields every day, using the 
salicylic seap.

Winnipeg, Sept. 25.—Dominion In 
spector of binder twine, Joseph L. Hay- 
cock, has collected fines aggregating 
83,600 within a short time from firms 
selling twine of short measure. One 
Awerican firm, however, which was fined 
$1,475 had’in all to pay $12,000 for its 
crooked work. The tirm had sold 1180 
valls of twine which contained 500 feet 
instead of 600 feet that was stamped on 
package. The twine was seized and the 
fine of $1 placed on each ball. The com 
pany bought the twine back at 25 cents 
each on condition that they were to re- 
tag them the correct length. Two hun 
dred and fifty tons had been sold. This 
cost 85 per ton and reduced the value of 
the twine by 840 per ton gr 81,000.

Considerable interest is excited by 
the humming birds now on view at the 
zoological gardens, Fifty-three of these 
tiny, fragile birds were taken on board 
fron Venezuela. Many died on the 
voyage, but the fittest survived, and 
twenty reached Regent’s park alive. 
At the time of writing seventeen are 
shown in two large glass cages. fur- 
nished with flowering plants and 
placed in the insect house, which can 
be kept at a high temperature.

An extraordinary pair of clephant 
tusks lately shown in London measure 
in length eleven feet five inches and 
eleven feet respectively, but each has 
a girth at the base of only eighteen 
and a half inches, and together they 
weigh but 203 pounds. The great 
length and slenderness of these tusks 
as contrasted to the usual compara- 
tively short and stout ones have sug- 
gested to Professor Rowland Ward 
that there may be two races of ele 
phants in east Africa, the supposed 
source of the tusks.

The Henna Stain for Light Hair

TI am greatly troubled with excessive 
Porspiraticos of the face. If I become slight- 
y overhented, the perspiration rolls like 
tears down my face. I have used various 
lotious and powders. but without success, 
and ain seek ng your advice, which, I have 
heard. is very helpful. I think it will have 
to be a remedy of extreme strength, as it is 
certainly an extreme case. ‘ 

Also, could you tell me of exercises to de- 
velop the furearm? Is there anyting which 
may be used to brighten the eyes, something 


that is absolutely harmless? dD. L 
Henna may be applied in several 
ways, but the easiest and simplest 


method for the amateur is to use a tea 
made of the leaves. It is a vegetable 
stain, quite harmless, and produces an 
‘tractive reddish tint. 


Henna Hair Stain. 


Take «rs ounce of henna Jeaves, stcep in 
a pint of boiling water for twenty minutes. 
Let stand until it gets cold Strain the 
liquid. Apply to the roots of the hair by the 
aid of a sma‘) sponge. 

Then, with an ordinary hair brush, 
distribute the henna through the hair. 
Care must be taken to spread the stain 
evenly, or the coiffure next day will be 
covered with a succession of reddish 
streaks. 

A thorough drying, either in the sun, 
or by heat, concludes the tinting proc- 
ess. 

Excessiv perspiration usually indi- 
cates a nervous or run-down condition, 
and, in such instances, a tonic should 
be taken to build up the system. For 
external use, use freely a gcod pow- 
der, which will tend to prevent oOver- 
secretion of the sweat glands. Bathing 
with cologne and water, or a‘coho! and 
water, in equal parts, is also helpful. 

A set of exercises, which are partic- 
ularly beneficial in developing the fore- 
arm, will appear soon, if they have not 
already appeared by the time your let- 
'-- goes to yress. 


Formula for Walnut Hair Stain 


I have read inquiries about the walnul 
hair stain. but have never seen the re- 
cipe, which probably was given when I was 
away fiom home, as I travel much of the 
time. M. XH. A. 

I am very glad to repeat the formula 
for you: 

Walnut Stain for the Hair. 

Four ounces of walnut skins beaten to a 
pulp, to which is added pure alcohol, if 
Curces. Let stand eight days and strain 

Before using any dye. the hair should be 
freed from grease by a thorough shampoo. 
The dye should be applied to the hair by 
means of a toothbrush, and occasionally 


combing with a new comb; contact with the 
ecalp should be avoided.
